One night Quarles was found drunk on the city streets 
of Columbus and was-taken to the detoxification center 
at the old Ben Franklin Hospital, After recovering from 
his stupor, he was referred to the CMACAO alcoholism 
program, which he credits as restructuring his life. 

“These people made me feel that life was worth living: 
they-showed-me-they-really cared; that-|-was-a human 
being,” Quarles said of the program, 

Leroy Bright, director of the CMACAO alcholism pro- 
gram, said Quarles was a difficult client tq work with 
when he met him. “He was very belligerent and hostile 


him they believed in him and eventually"he’began to be- 
liewe in himself. After spending about a year in their pro- 
gram he was rid of his drinking problems. He claims he 
has not touched a drink since September 27, 1974. 
Although no longer a drinker, Quarles still co.siders 
himself an alcoholic. "Fhe ,only difference between me 
and you is that | don't drink,’ he often telis his clients. 
Because of his troubled past, Quarles feels he can per- 
sonally relate to the people he works with. “| can identify 
with each of them; I've been through it all," he said. “I 
never want to be like that again.

month. Gilliam is the third 
black artist to be exhibited 
in the Mayor's office.

His work in water colors 
features nature scenes, 
“especially old buildings 
that have lasted. We don't 
see craftsmanship like that 
today,’ he said. 


Gilliam, who has also” 


studied with Prof, Richard

University, believes that 
“the. creative artist must 
paint what is within him 
and that all black artists do 
necessarily have to 
make a black statement.” 
He does not, however, look 
askance at the black 
artists who chose to make 
statements, 

“These are some of the 
best paintings we've had 
here,” Mayor Moody said 
recently during a brief visit 
with the artist. .

influence. 

Nevertheless, Ms. Summer is duly declared the 
“Queen of Disco" and her challengers are few, but in- 
cluding Vicki Sue Anderson and Thelma Houston, both 
of which are guaranteed to wear you out with their heavy 
pulsating beat. 

I might add, though, if you want to go in the direction 
of pure boogie, you might want to remain with Chaka 


Kahn whom | previously thought. was too bomb on - 


“Stay” but have since convinced me that “Stranger to 
Love” is just as bad,-just as bomb as everything on Street 
‘Player; however, my purpose is not to write about either 
Summer, Houston or Kahn, but instead about the 
illustrious persons which follow: 


Definitely one of the reigning disco princesses, the + 


dramatic Vicki Sue Anderson, that awfully bad and - 


bodacious white woman who blew people. away with = 
Bobby Womack’s “Daylight,” which just happens to be - 


one of those flaming pieces that airs first in a very gay 
disco on either coast,just to see if it'll get over with the 
general public, a matter which should really get on 
A.B.’s last nerve, especially since disco music is 
becoming as much of an American institution as the 
sporadic reoccurrences of rock, a matter that certainly 
gave rise to and laid the foundation for both the develop- 
ment’ of the disco movement and the progressive jazz 
rock, definitively espoused by Miles Davis and the spin- 
off members of the fabulous recording group of the early 
1970's: Herbie Hancock, Chick Corea/Stanley Clark 
(Return to Forever), Micheal_Henderson, William E. 
Cobham, Jr. and Weather Report by inference. 

With some of these things in mind, Ms. Anderson’s . 
album, Half & Half (RCA, AFL1-2294), makes a serious 
attempt and is successful in 96 percent of its efforts to 
combine the best of the disco, boogie, and rhythm & 
blues modes into a single setting that is ‘appealing from 
side one to side two, from beginning to end. 

When you have something hot, naturally you exploit Jt. 
Done in the very same mood, voice, tone, etc., of 
“Daylight” are “Feels So Good It Must Be Wrong” and 
“Trust in Me,” both of which begin with the very same 
beat, a beat guaranteed to wear you out on any 
disco/boogie floor, especially after these have been 
programmed _ back-to-back. ‘ 

“Hold Tight” “Don't Try to Win Me Back,” and the title 
song fall somewhere in between that wild stuff and when 
Ms. Anderson demonstrates that she is definitely a first 
class singer of ballads and pretty slow things like 

Freeway Song” and “We Found Each Other. : 

Somewhere in the middie is a.simply stunning number, 
“Jealousy,” in which the lyrics make sense and in which 
the performance is just about flawless. Taken overall, 
Half & Half is just that: half this, half that and all the way 
too bomb, too bad. ’ ‘ 

Ms. Anderson does some of the rhythm and all of the 
vocal arrangements which remind you of just how bad 
some other ladies are operating in these same 
perimenters: Chaka, Lydia Pease, Chicas, LaBelle, and 
others sometimes. F 

By now, you have got to have heard ‘and/or about 
George Benson's fabulous ‘album, Weekend in L.A. 
(Warner Bros., 2WB-3239), . recorded at the Roxy in 
Hollywood, produced by Tommy Lipuma and perfomed 
by Benson, vocals and lead guitar, Phil Upchurch, 
rhythm guitar, Ronnie Foster and Jorge Dalto, 
keyboards, Stanley Banks, bass, Harvey Mason, drums, 
and Ralph MacDonald, percussion, all of which means 


that this ought-to be a bomb and a half, which it is. 


George sings a whole tot, and everything he sings is in 
that unbeatable cafe style that also Gharacterizes Doni 
Hathaway, Grady Tate, etc. 

Under normal circumstances, personally, a George. 
Benson album wouldn't excite me, simply because | have 
been a fan of Benson since he was employed by Jack. 
McDuff and when he played even more like Wes Mon-. 
tgomery than he sounds today, a guitar sound that has 
meilowed into a composite sound that employs the 
delicate highlights of both Wes and Burrell, two already 
established guitar stylists when Benson was being 
readied for the public in an organ-dominated setting.

Bright says the family plays an important part of that 
process, One dimension of the program, Family Forum, 
allows the family to talk with the staff and share their 
feelings and offer advice on the progress toward rehab- 
ilitation. 

Family Forum covers a period of four weeks and 
focuses on alcohol education, activities for enhancing 
communication skills and reading materials that 
encourage family members to begin acting rather than 
reacting to the drinking problem. 


Another new concept just implemented is the outreach ~ 


counselor program designed to reach. more people. 
Under this program, outreach workers go out into the 
streets and assist those alcoholics not visible to the 
public. This concept is the first of its kind in the city, 
Bright said. The outreach program has assisted 376 in- 
dividuals with ‘drinking. problems and 876 significant 
others for a_total-of 1,252-individuals in 1977, he added, 

“This program enables us to-go out into the public and 
find those who might not have ever been reached,” 
Bright commented, “We-hope to reach people who have 
problems and then convince them they can change and 
make something of themselves. We're looking for more 
people like Malcolm Quarles."

But the virtually 
unanimous support of the protected 
groups as well as of such powers as 
the United Auto Workers ought to 
settle the issue. 

The impressive reforms underway 
at the EEOC leave little room to 
doubt its capacity to handle new 
functions, Eleanor Holmes Norton, 
the new head of the agency, has 
already made inroads into the 
backlog and instituted new case 
processing and management 
systems that are turning the agency 
around. Her plans for class actions to 
help large numbers of blacks are 
welcome. 

It is time for civil rights to have its 
own full-service agency just as Labor 
and Agriculture and Energy do and 
just as most functions do which are 
taken seriously by the federal 
government.

COLLEGE COSTS A CONCERN 


- Ghe rising cost of a college education has led to new 
proposals designed at easing the pocketbook pain of 
middie class parents faced with astronomical tuition 
charges. ; 

Various Congressmen have come up with different 
forms of tax credit plans that would ease the burden on 
families with children in college. ; 

The major proposal would. provide a tax credit of $550 
per student .for each family. That means $550 would be 
knocked off the family's tax bill as long as one child is 
attending college. Two students would make the credit 
$1,000, and so on. 

The aim of such a tax credit is worthy enough. But 
does it make sense? | think not. It's a clear-cut case of 
not defining the issue properly and not refining the 
answer correctly. 

So long as the focus of the tax credit is to help middle 
class families meet college costs, we'll be wasting lots of 
money and not making college more accessible to all 
students capable of benefitting from it. A tax credit 
device would be wasteful, would not be targeted to 
where the need is greatest, and would likely be counter- 
productive. _ - 

The cost is estimated at about $5 billion a year. Much 
of that enormous sum would go to families that are well 
off and not in need of the money. Sure, everyone with a 
kid in college could use some extra cash, but should it 
be a function of the public purse to aid families who 
need the money to maintain an affluent life-style, or 
—— public monies be used to serve more vital public 
needs? 

Families earning more than $30,000 a year, double the 
médian family income, would get 25 percent of. the 
money although they account for less than five percent 
of all families. The majority of American families, those 
earning less than $10,000 a year, would get only 10 or 12 
percent of the money. - 

Families at the lower end of the income scale can't 
afford to send their kids to college without making 
drastic sacrifices. Those at the higher end may only have 
to sacrifice an expensive vacation or a new fur coat. 

Some of the tax credit plans would even include 
students in private schools as well as colleges. With the 
public schools starved for funds, what justification is 
there for giving financial aid to families who desert the 
public schools?

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A Magna Carta Reminder 


It was the year of 1215. 
The place was 
Runnymede, England. 
There, the nobles made the 
acting King John sign. the 
Magna Carta, the basic 
constitution of England. 
One provision stipulated 
that a defendant should be 
tried by a jury of his peers. 

It meant that a nobleman 
was to be tried by a jury of 
nobles; a clergyman by a 
jury of churchmen, and a 
commoner by a jury of 
common people. 

It all comes to mind 
when a court visitor notes 
an allewhite court sitting in 
on judgment of a black 
* aetendant. There is a white 

judge, - white- prosecutor, 
and s0 frequently lately, an 
all-white jury. Once in 
a while there is a black 
defense lawyer — once in a 
while. 
Most of the time the only 

black participant is a 
_ deputy sheriff guarding the 

prisoner. 

Noticeable? To be sure, 
naturally, in the case of 
blacks on trial accused of 
high felonies, such as 
robbery, arson,—-rape, 
burglary and drug 
handling. It is noticeable 
because the white texture 
has loomed conspicuously 
lately. 

There was a day, and 
sometimes, but rarely, 
when blacks were on the 
juries, but a rash of hung 
juries apparently broke 
out. It has been noticeable 
that white prosecution 
dismisses prospective 
black jurors lately. The 
county prosecutor's office 
must keep up its amazing 
number of 95 percent 
convictions. 

Are the trials following 
the basic spirit of the 
Magna Carta; that a man 
shall not be tried before a 
jury of persons naturally 
prejudiced against him 
because of class, and, to 
extend it, the race, sex and 
ethnic origin? 

This thought is certainly 
important, for although 
there is no peerage of birth 
in the United States, there 
certainly is a peerage of 
classified fore-father's 
origin and sex. 

- A white*juryman or jury 
lady may pledge with 
sincere intent that the facts 
of the case alone will be 
considered in a decision of 
guilt or innocence. The 
question lies in, is any 
white person ever free 
from deep-seated racial 
feelings where black folks 
are coftcerned? Can he 
possibly sidestep a racial 
home training from the c 
cradle? 

There is a very common 
strain of blood in white 
people and that is that no 
one must be guilty of the 
worst “indictment of being 
“a nigger lover" and that 
brand ts immediatety 
applied when a black 
person is given a break. 

All kinds of testimony 
and public declarations 
can be uttered to attest to 
the opposite, but the 
foundation is unshaken. 
No white man can be.a 
“ni lover.” 

Le there be a return to 
the jury.situation, Can any 


white an or jury lady

there is a host of citizen 
divisions which have to be 
reckoned with in picking 
juries. In all honesty, how 
many members of the jury 
belong to this or that hate 
group ~ so secret that no 
one dares to ask about 
membership? 

There are Klansmen 
whose names are on jury 
lists; there are Nazi 
members whose names 
figure on jury lists; there 


are anti - school de- 
segregationists; there 
are chauvinists, and 


everything one-can think of 
on the jury tists. 

doubt the 
organization influence may 
carry over into -citizen 
duties without any 
conscience protests, since 
the moral feelings carry 
much _of- such group 
teachings and convictions. 
There is little doubt that 
the deep seated conscious 
convictions: play a part in 
decisions. 

Complete fairness on the 
part of a juror, not blaming 
him or her, can be doubted 
when a_ black defendant 
sits -before —an —all-white 


jury. 

There should be no 
constitutional amendment 
requiring that ‘juries 
contain members of the 
defendant's ethnical 
group. It would not be 
American democracy. Just 
the same, there must come 
very careful thought of a 
black defendant before an 
all-white jury; a white 
judge; white prosecution, 
and white defense lawyer 
who collects his fee 
whether the black is found 


innocent or guilty. The 
game is not evenly 
matched. 


All black defendants are 
not innocent of charges, to 
be sure, but the odds are 
so overwhelmingly against 
the black defendant unless 
there-is an astute attorney 
for the defense who can 
open the eyes.of a jury or 
judge to full honesty in 
weight of testimony and 
evidence towards decision. 

Homespun and fraternal 
order notions rule humans 
without their realizing it. 
When a juror swears to be 
honest and fair, he cannot 
shut them out in a 
decision. Can there be a 
fair trial of. a black man 
before an all-white jury, 
such a jury as called for in 
the Magna Carta? Not 
while he is black.
